1. The following infomation mas provided by T "I on a contact made by 

Hans HERHSCHAFT with Ecxierich STOFFEL', Charge d'Afraires at the Punanian Legation 
in Bern: 



a. Sometime during the week of 3-9 June 1956, Hans HKRUSCHAFT went to 

Bern to see the Rumanian Charge a'Affaires, Emmerich STOFFEL. His object 
was to obtain from the latter, a Swabian from the Banat, a (letter of) 
recommendation for the SORICE firm in Frankfurt in order to anafcle him to 
do business with this firm. Subject did not provide C [ any informa- 
tion concerning the nature of his business. — * 

b. According to Subject, the interview allegedly took place in the 

following manner: Without having written or telephoned in advance, he 

went to Bern, Schlossli3trasse 7, and requested permission at the Rumanian 
Legation Chancellery to see Snnerich STOFFEL. Following a five minute ‘ 
wait and after having provided his identity. Subject was led by a certain 
(fnu) AIUXIU into the Charge's office. The latter received HERHSCHAFT 
very courteously and asked, 

/ 

■You are from Guttonbrunn?" 

"Yes, but how do you know?" 

"Through Hr. (fnu) GHELT2 and through the refugee press. Do you 
wish to repatriate?" 

"No, Hr. Minister. I have a situation in Germany and I am not 
thinking about repatriating. The object of ay visit is of another 
character." (Subject then explained, half in German, half in 



UvDanian, the reasons for his' arrival in Bern.) 
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c. (In German) STOFFEL said, Toil have cone to the right place, for our 
commercial branch office in Frankfurt depends on me, Y/e wish to activate 

0 ’ir trade with the German Federal Republic and we need a lot of collaborators. 
We are thinking, first of all, about Germans, natives, of Rumania, for they 
are more familiar with the particular circimstances of our country. We are 
thinking about using them with no discrimination of a political or social 
nature. I know your family in Rumania; it has accustomed itself to the new 
state of things, and I shall willingly recommend you to out frieris in 
Frankfurt/Liain." 

d. After stating this, STOFFEL called in a certain Dr. BOGDAK, with 
whom Subject discussed in detail the nature of the commercial affairs which 
he wished to handle with the Frankfurt branch. Before leaving, STOFFEL 
suggested to HERR5CHAFT that the latter visit him any time he wished. 

e. On his return from Bern, Subject went to the branch office (SORICE) 
in Frankfurt. There ha learned that STOFFEL had indeed intervened on his 
behalf, for the presumed chief of the firm, a certain IONESCO, was very 
courteous with him. Subject received from the latter assurance that he 

, would be included on the li3t of those to whom orders would be passed 
first of all. 

_3provided the following background data on Subject: Hans HERRSCHAFT, 
agriculturist by profession, native of Guttenhrunn, region of ARAD, Rumania, 
currently a business representative of the fimn LIBRO-ETPORT. His mother's cousin 
Is none other than Filip GSSLTZ, also a Swabian, member of the Central Committee 
of the Rumanian Comnunist Parly. CSiELTZ was recently appointed a Minister in 
the Bucharest Government. 

3. C . A is only a casual acquaintance of Subject. We feel that this 
might be a lead worth exploiting and will press him to obtain additional da toils 
on KERRSCHAPT. A separate dispatch requesting traces on Subject and his cousin, 

Filip GHELTZ, and containing any 150B-P0B traces, will be forwarded.
